WHERE ARE YOU LOCATED?

The U.S. District Court is located in downtown Indianapolis at 46 E. Ohio St,,
about a block from Monument Circle. The building's public entrance is located

at the corner of Pennsylvania & Ohio Streets. Buses may drop students off on
Ohio St.

There is no parking available at the courthouse. For passenger vehicles, there
are parking garages and metered spaces located in short walking distance from
the courthouse. Bus drop offs can be accommodated on Ohio St. Buses can park
at the zoo and return to pick up students upon completion of the field trip.
